Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Claims 1-7, 9-15, and 17-21 are rejected under 335 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent No. 5,61 5,364 of Marks in view of US Patent No. 5,649,089 of Kilner referred 
hereinafter "Kilner", US Patent No. 6,41 1,969 of Tarn, and US Patent No. 6,105,021 of Bertis. 

Claims 8 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marks in 
view of Kilner, Tarn, and Bertis, and in further view of US Patent No. 5,317,742 of Bapat and 
publication "Structure of Management Information Version 2 (SMIv2)" by McCloghrie et al. 
referred hereinafter "McCloghrie". 
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
